Miseour] Banker Saved from Loss by 
Cashier Who Was Wise to the” 
anes Swindlers Game 
Macon, Mo. —One of the curious ab.

an alleged gold brick, now the proper: 
ty of John A, Cook: This gilded brick ;

got the brick from a_tladywho is-now- 


tue widow of an ex-cheriff of the.coun:
